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RECORD OF A FIEND 
IS NOW LAID BARE 


MURDERER HOLMES TELLS OF 
HIS MANY CRIMES. 


He Declares That He 
Hat Killed 
Twenty-Seven Persona 
For 
the 
Pleasure He Found In Such Work— 
Believes He Is Growing to Resem­ 
ble Satan.

l l .—The 
N orth American of this city prints w hat 
purport to be sentences from the confes­ 
sion alleged to have been made by Mur­ 
derer H. H. Holmes. In prefacing the 
confession, detailing with a minuteness 
th a t is sim ply at tim es revolting, the 
arch-m utilator and author of twenty 
seven m urders, as he adm its him self to 
be, states w ith som ething like pathos 
th a t he does so simply th a t he may ob­ 
tain money enough to educate his boy. 
Holmes w rites of his 
blood-curdling 
atrocities w ith an abandon th a t simply 
appalls one. 
Not one grain of remorse 
seems to enter into the construction of 
th a t 
document, and never for a mo­ 
m ent, except iu two isolated cases—one 
w here he refers touchingly to the mem­ 
ory of Minnie W illiam s and another 
tim e, when he pathetically speaks of his 
boy—does the redeem ing elem ent 
of 
pity figure in the case. 
Regret is never 
for a moment expressed, and he comes 
out boldly and w ithout compunction in 
his very opening with the statem ent: 
“ I was born with the very devil in 
m e.” 
Even now he believes th at the evil 
spirit is the guiding genius of his des­ 
tiny. 
He believes he is under the spell 
of the damned, and, despite the asser­ 
tions to the contrary th at he is receiv­ 
ing the attentions of a m inister of God 
and is gradually becoming imbued with 
the spirit of forgiveness and religion, he 
feels th a t he is lost hopelessly. 
He 
even goes further. 
He asserts th at he 
is gradually changing in appearance, in 
figure, th a t his face is becoming dis­ 
torted and he sees, w hether in the dis­ 
tortion of 
his 
bloody 
im agination, 
wrhich conjures up hosts of vengeance- 
calilng dead, or not, his face assum ing 
the look, the eyes, the leer, and the very 
ears, the exact sim ilitude of the picture 
of Satan themselves. 
“I was born writh the devil in me,” 
says he in one p art of his confession. 
“ I could not help the fact th a t I was a 
m urderer any more than the poet can 
help the inspiration to song, nor the 
am bition of an intellectual m an to be 
great. 
I was born with the evil one 
standing as my sponsor beside the bed 
where I was ushered into the world, 
and he has been with me since. 
The 
incination to m urder came to me as 
naturally as the inspiration to do right 
comes to the 
m ajority 
of persons. 
W here others’ hearts were touched with 
pity, mine filled 
w ith cruelty, 
and 
wrhere in others the feeling was to save 
life, I revelled in the thought of 
de­ 
stroying them. 
Not only that; I was 
not satisfied in taking it in the ordinary 
way. I sought devices strange, fantas­ 


t s had taken twTenty-seven lives. “And 
I would have com mitted six other m ur­ 
ders,” he added, “had not certain oc­ 
currences intervened.” 
Possibly one of the worst, most bru­ 
tal, .revolting and disgusting 
crimes 
this arch-m utilator ever committed was 
one he speaks of in a chapter devoted 
to his boy—the son of his first wife. 
The only explanation he offers is that 
he did it sim ply to gratify his love of 
m utilation. 
“It was shortly after I was m arried,” 
he declares, “and our boy was then 
but a youngster. I called him in from 
the road, where he was frolicking about 
like an innocent with a lot of other 
lads, and took him out to a rear barn. 
I don’t know w hat it was th at 
pos­ 
sessed me, but I took a surgical knife 
along wdth me. It was simply the crav­ 
ing of the m urderer w ithin me that 
inspired me to m ake a subject of my 
little one.” 
W ith the utm ost abandon and here 
and there an expressed sigh of regret, 
Holmes then tells how he m utilated his 
own son. 
He then felt satisfied and 
did not m urder his boy outright.

S. B. Minshall Pursues and Assassin­ 
ates W. B.O. San 1s, then Shoots 
His Wife, Three Children and Him­ 
self—Reason For 
Crimes—Some 
Other Bloody Deeds. 


Pentw ater, Mich., April l l .—Presi­ 
dent W illiam B. O. Sands of the village 
board 
was 
assassinated 
Thursday 
night. He was pursued by a m an with 
a W inchester rifle, and w?as shot at 
five times, three* bullets striking him. 
The assassin escaped. 
Friday m orning S. W. Fincher report­ 
ed th at he had lent his W inchester 
rifle to S. B. Minshall, a lawyer and 
real estate and insurance agent. 
One 
of the shells found near the place where 
Sands was shot was identified as be­ 
longing to Fincher’s rifle. 
Officers went at once to the M inshall 
residence. 
The doors were locked and 
no sign of life was apparent within. A 
posse broke in the door. On the floor 
In the parlor lay the body of Mrs. Min­ 
shall with a bullet hole in her head. 
Beside her lay the body of Minshall, 
his head pillowed on her arm and a 
bullet in the right temple, fired so close 
th at the powder had burned the flesh. 
An em pty five-chambered revolver was 
In his hand. 
At the foot of the stairs 
was the body of the 16-year-old daugh­ 
ter, Ruby Minshall. 
Apparently she 
heard the shot th at killed her m other 
and cjfme down stairs in her night robe. 
She had been shot through the brain. 
The flash set fire to the girl’s night 
clothes and burned her head and neck 
before the blood quenched the flames. 
In bed upstairs covered with blood 
were the bodies of the 
two 
sons, 
George, aged 3 years, and Frank, 2 
years old. 
They had been shot while 
they slept. 
Mr. Sands, who was president of the 
Sands & Maxwell Lumbar company, 
left his office at 9 o’clock and walked 
alm ost to the door of his residence. 
Suddenly he was confronted by a m an 
with a rifle. 
Before ho could say a 
word or make any effort to save him ­ 
self the man fired a t him at short 
range. 
The rifle ball shattered Mr. 
Sands’ shoulder. 
He turned and ran 
toward the nearest house. 
Again the 
m an fired, the bullet again striking 
Mr. Sands’ shoulder and glanced down­ 
ward, shattering the hip bone. 
The 
lum berm an ran through a gate into the 
yard of a neighbor 
named 
Jensen, 
whose house he tried to enter, but 
found the door locked. 
He then ran 
to a fence, which he was unable to 
climb. His assailant continued to pur­ 
sue him, firing rapidly. 
Mr. Sands, bleeding profusely from 
several severed arteries, groped about 
in the darkness until he found a gate 


The Friendly Offices of the United 
State* May Be Employed to Put An 
End to the War—Proceedings In 
House 
and 
Senate—Mooey For 
Fortifications. 


W ashington, 
April 
l l .—President 
Cleveland has made to Spain a prop­ 
osition th a t the good offices of the U nit­ 
ed States be accepted in m ediation be­ 
tween th a t country and her rebellious 
colony in the W est Indies. 
This pro­ 
posal was made in a cablegram of in­ 
structions to our m inister at Madrid, 
Mr. Taylor, which was dispatched F ri­ 
day. The action brings to a crisis tho 
relations between the United States and 
Spain, which have been unsettled sine* 
the outbreak of the Cuban rebellion. 
The note which was put on the wires 
today follows closely the lines laid 
down in a recent dispatch from W ash­ 
ington. The principal points of the dis­ 
patch are: 
The president offers the good offices 
of the United States governm ent in 
m ediation between Spain and the in­ 
surgents, with a view to a settlem ent 
of the trouble and to bringing about 
peace on the island. 
The no*e recalls the correspondence 
between this governm ent and Spain at 
the tim e of the ten years’ war, when 
President G rant and Secretary Fish 
proposed mediation and the 
Spanish 
government, though declining to accept 
it, promised certain reform s in Cuba. 
The fact th at the United States was in 
part instrum ental in bringing about 
th at settlem ent and the charge that 
the Spanish governm ent has not kept 
its promises are given as a reason why 
the United States now has a right to be 
heard in the case.

which begins next July. The bill rec­ 
ommends 
specific 
appropriations 
am ounting to $5,842,000, and in addition 
authority is given to the secretary of 
war to m ake contracts for the further 
expenditure of $5,542,000 by the engi­ 
neer and ordnance departm ents, m ak­ 
ing a total of $11,384,000. The w ar de­ 
partm ent estim ates, on which the bill 
is based, am ounted to $3,045,000, so that 
it is a considerable increase over these 
estimates.

If you look at my picture when I

nearly two years ago, and look at my 
face now you may begin to observe 
som ething of wrhat I mean. I mean, in 
fact, th at my features are assum ing 
nothing more or less than a pronounced 
satanical aspect; th at I have become 
afflicted with th at disease, rare, but ter­ 
rible, with which physicians are ac­ 
quainted, but over which they seem to 
have no control whatever. 
“T hat disease,” says he, “is a m alfor­ 
m ation 
or distortion 
of the osseous 
parts, causing deform ity so m arked 
th a t in many cases men are made to 
assum e likenesses to the inferior ani­ 
mal. 
The horror of the thing did not 
pall on me, for it was quite in keeping 
w ith my nature, and like a true medi­ 
cal student I began to study the new 
conditions th at had arisen. From wrhat 
I can see I believe fully that I am going 
to resemble the devil; th at the osseous 
parts of my head and face are gradu­ 
ally assum ing that elongated shape so 
pronounced in what is called the de­ 
generate head, and th at the sim ilitude 
is alm ost completed. 
“In fact, so impressed am I with this 
belief,” continues Holmes, “that I am 
convinced that I have no longer any­ 
thing hum an in me.”

tered college 
to study medicine

th at Holmes began his career as a 
m urderer and m utilator. W hen he be­ 
gan, he adm its himself, he was rather 
ruthless ajui never once halted until

Changes In Business Have Been Slight 
During the Past Week. 
New York, April l l .—R. G. Dun & 
Co.’s W eekly Review of Trade says: 
“The volume of business has not on 
the whole increased nor have prices 
advanced since April I, when the range 
for all commodities was the lowest 
ever known in this country. 
Bread- 
stuffs and iron products have risen 
slightly, but some other articles have 
declined, and the root of the m atter 
is that demand for consumption is still 
below expectations. 
The w eather has 
not favored active distribution of spring 
goods, and uncertainty a3 to continued 
employment affects the purchases 
by 
hands in a large num ber of establish­ 
ments. 
“The injury done to w inter w heat by 
storm s and frosts at the west would 
appear from reports of state officers to 
have been considerable. 
But the re­ 
ports are not more gloomy than a year 
ago, and the quantity of wheat which 
has come fro-i farm s since Aug. I has 
been 163,781,594 bushels, against 129,- 
076,460 a t the same date last year. 
“W estern receipts for the week are 
about 60 per cent larger than last year# 
and for twro weeks about 50 per cent, 
while A tlantic exports, flour included, 
have been for the week only 909,055 
bushels, against 1,759,006 last year, a 
decrease of nearly half. 
These condi­ 
tions tend to check the advance, which 
reached 3 cents, but was followed by 
a reaction of I cent. Corn rose 2% cents 
with wheat and on account of sm all 
stocks. 
Cotton has not changed and 
known commercial and mill 
stocks 
exceed probable consumption .until new 
cotton comes. 
The billet pool and other com bina­ 
tions have raised prices of pig iron and 
steel, but as yet finished products have 
gained scarcely anything, nor has de­ 
mand for them increased. 
Prices for 
ake ore are announced, as expected, 
$1.10 higher than last year, and the 
coke com bination makes no reduction, 
but gradually lessens output.

Wool is weaker, with sales for the 
week of only 2,232.600 pounds at the 
three chief m arkets, the sm allest for 
many years. Prices were lower, except 
for fine washed fleece, 
and m anufac- 
aurers are rapidly reducing production. 
There is fair demand in the dress goods 
branch, especially 
due to im portant 
steps by customs authorities to stop un­ 
dervaluations of French and 
German 
goods, but it is estim ated that not 40 
?er cent of the men’s wear m achinery is 
at work. 
There have also been cotton 
m ills stopping or reducing tim e this 
week. 
F urther reductions in shirting 
prints, to the lowest point ever touched, 
failed to increase the demand m aterial­ 
ly. 
Failures for the past week have 
been 209 in the United States, against 
207 last year, and thirty-three in Can­ 
ada. against twenty-seven last year.
